REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. Withdrawn claims 19-27 are cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
closest prior art of record are U. S. Publication No. 2003/01 91 368 U. S. 
Application No. 10/393028 to Wang et al. (fig. 5, fig. 4, paragraphs 0052, 0076, 
0079 and 01 32); U. S. Patent No. 6,697,652 to Georgakoudi et al. (figs. 1 , 6, and 
8); and U. S. Patent No. 6,922,583 to Pereleman (fig. 1, col. 3 lines 5-27, and 
claims 1 , 2, and 6) none of the prior art alone or in combination teaches an 
imaging apparatus comprising: a light source; an image pickup device; a 
processor for generating a living body image having a scattering feature of a 
scattering change representing a degree of nucleus variant and structure variant 
of a living body tissue; light source irradiating in a plurality of band light beams in 
blue light; and generating image based on the band images and an optical model 
corresponding to particle size distribution of the body tissue.
